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INTRODUCTORY 


“The proper study of mankind is’ boys and girls, because they are the stuff. which 
goes to make men and women. “As the twig is bent, the tree’s inclined,” therefore we 
ought to give the more earnest heed to our boys and girls. It is infinitely better to save 
the boy in the Bible-class than the man at the rescue mission. 

Hence this series applies the ounce of prevention rather than the pound of. eure. It 
studies the principal principles which made holy men of old and which, learned by and 
in heart to-day, will help “make our lives sublime.” “Bible Chemistry” analyzes each 
of the characters studied, and seeks to combine their spirit with our own. 

Accordingly, the following plan is outlined for the course:

A good Bible dictionary will aid greatly in the study of the characters, and wall- 
maps should be provided for use before the class. 


Whether in Y. M. C. A. or other work, experience has shown this course to work 
well in connection with other meetings,—such as gymnasium classes, young people’s 
‘societies or “The Boys’ Brigade.” Information as to the last may be had of "The Brigade 
Press,’ Lancaster, Pa. 


EXPLANATORY 


The following order is advised as a general plan of study of each of the characters: 
1. The general history of his time; 2. The personal story of his life; 3. The chief 
trait of his character; 4. The value of this trait impressed by a chemical illustration. 
As classes vary so in age and advancement, only outline sketches are given in the fol- 
lowing pages. 

While the experiments here given are all very simple and sure, it is important that 
the leader make each one for himself before the meeting of the class. As some of the 
materials used are corrosive acids, it is of course best not to allow them to be handled 
by the class. Almost all that is needed can be furnished by any drug store, and most 
druggists will gladly give them to help on the work with the young. It is much more 
convenient to secure all the materials at once. 


GETTING ACQUAINTED 


This meeting should be given to organization and introductory work. The method of 
organization will vary for different classes and leaders; but it will certainly prove 
helpful to have some class organization to continue through the term. By all means 
have the class conduct its devotional exercises, and undertake some special forms of 
Christian work. Have committees arranged on all these things. A badge will assist in 
developing class spirit. 

Outline before them the plan to be followed. Suggest camping or pleasure trips to be 
taken later on. Urge; by roll-call, honor roll and otherwise, faithful and prompt at- 
tendance. In some classes, it would be well to offer some special prize for keeping up 
daily readings. 

At this lesson, begin learning the books of the Bible in order, particularly the Old 
Testament. Here is an excellent division of these books into sections:

Put on the board this outline of Genesis: The first book, “week,” man, sin, gospel, 
murder, flood, covenant, “pilgrim father,” war, children of Israel, captivity. In every 
lesson, first review, from the suggestion of the experiment, the lesson or lessons be 
fore. Review, Review, REVIEW, as this is the only way to fix what may be taught. 
With some classes, the readings may be assigned in advance for each lesson. (See 
selected daily readings in appendix.)

According to the above, Adam talked with Seth 800 years, with ae 308 years, 
and with Methusaleh 243 years. Methusaleh talked with Noah, his grandson, 600 
years. Similarly, there were overlapping links for oral instruction, through Shem and 
Abraham and Jacob and Levi, till far after Moses’ time, not to mention the written 
accounts handed down. Moses, therefore, could well write “as one having authority,” 
- with human aids alone, and when we add to this fact Jehovah’s jealous care for His 


Word, its truth becomes absolute. 


EXPERIMENT ON ADAM’S SINFULNESS. 


EXPERIMENT. 


Have a tumbler half full of pure, clear 
water. Taste it and speak of how health- 
ful and good it is. 


Drop into the tumbler some powdered 
blue litmus, and give it time to dissolve. 


On this colored water throw a piece of 
metallic potassium about the size of a 
pea. It takes fire of itself and burns with 
a purplish flame and turns in all direc- 
tions. 


Pour a little of this liquid into three 
‘small glasses. 

Now from a bottle containing a solu- 
tion of chlorine (For making this solu- 
tion, see Exp. on “Daniel’s Fidelity.’’) 
pour into two glasses till they become 
clear again. The other glass, not re- 
ceiving the clear solution, remains cor- 
rupt and dark. 

(If water is heated, metallic sodium 
may be used instead of metallic potas- 
sium.) 


LESSONS.

Some mathematical observations show that, allowing each generation to double itseif, 
there would have been an increase in the human family, from Adam’s time till Noah’s, 
to over one billion people. Also this summary is of great interest, as showing the ample 
size of the ark: There are 2,400 species of “unclean” animals, and 70 species of “‘clean.” 
Taking two of each kind of the former and seven of each kind of the latter, the total 
number would be 5,290. The average size of the animals is that of the house cat, and. 
wou! need about five square feet of space,—or a total for all of 26,450 square feet. 
But the ark contained at least 500 feet (length) by 80 feet (width), or 40,000 square 
feet,—thus affording ample room for all animals and their food.

Bubbles of phosphine gas will at once come to the surface and take fire spon- 


taneously. As they rise into the air they will grow into wider and wider rings, if the 
air of the room be still.

On several copper cents in a glass pour 
a little nitric acid (not enough to dissolve 
them entirely). After the action has 
ceased, pour off the blue solution. 

Into the blue solution, put the clean 
blade of a knife, or any piece of bright 
iron or zine. In about a minute take out 
the iron when it will be found to be cop- 
per plated. Put back and leave in the 
liquid for some time. The copper not on 
the iron falls as a dark deposit to the 
bottom. In time, all the copper will be 
taken out and the blue color will entirely 
disappear.

EXPERIMENT ON JOSHUA’S DECISION. 


EXPERIMENT. 


In a heavy saucer, gently rub half a 
teaspoonful of potassium chlorate to a 
fine powder. Add an equal amount of 
dry pulverized (not merely granulatcd) 
sugar. With the fingers mix the two well 
together. 

Place the above on a brick and from 
the end of a glass rod let fall on it a drop 
A quick violet flash 
will instantly burn it all up. 

With a pinch of the powdered potas- 
sium chlorate mix well some flowers of 
sulphur, and wrap in a little piece of 
paper. Place on a brick and tap sharply 
with a hammer. The explosion result- 
ing is sharp and loud, but harmless. 


LESSONS.

Joshua’s action was always prompt and 
decisive. 

Notice how often it is said: “Joshua 
came on them suddenly” (Hebrew, ‘“‘pith- 
om’’),—as at the fall of Jericho.

EXPERIMENT ON DANIEL’S FIDELITY. 
EXPERIMENT. LESSONS. 


Write with red (carmine) ink on a 
strip of paper the name “Belshazzar.”

INTRODUCTION TO NEW TESTAMENT. 


Presuming that the organization, referred to at the outset, has already been effected, 
this meeting should be given to special introduction to the New Testament. Describe 
vividly for the class the stirring events of Jewish history in the inter-biblical period, 
and explain the relation between the Old and New Testaments. Their names suggest 
this connection. 


Malachi, the last of the Old Testament prophets, wrote about 433 B. C. Then nearly 
500 years went by before Matthew wrote. Meanwhile the Jews were scattered over all 
known lands, and only a remnant resided in their own land. Palestine was under the 
rule of the following national powers.

EXPERIMENT ON TIMOTHY’S TRAINING.
